Mackoull was well aware of this, but he 

had every hope'of succes, and made his 
appearance in the Court witha jaunty air 
of cool assurance and insolent confidence. 
He deomed that he had got outof the way 
the only two witnesses whoso- testimony 
could bring his guilt home to him. These 
were Scoltcock, the London locksmith, and 
Charles Ravensworth, He had been advised 
by his confederates in London that effectu- 
al measures were being taken “ty have tho 
locksmith ont of the way, and ‘the youth's 
name was not among those of tho witnesses.

Tho well known writer, Mayne Reidy wo 
are told, has been experimenting with Moxi- 
can. seed:potatoes in Herefordshire, Eng- 
land, thereby doubling his crop and entirely, 
escaping tho blight, which has been so fatal 
té the English and Irish potato crop of inte 
yoirs. He days; in & letter to the London 
Live Stock Journal, that for the last three 
yegra he has been cultivatin, soed which 
camo direct from Mexico, with tho result, 
that while tén other sérts, planted in tho 
samo field, tended with like care—in short, 
ceteris paribis—haye all-beon more or leas 
diseased, his Mexican ‘* papas” show not a 
spot of blight. Nor is this all in their 
favor, for while the best of other kinds 
haye yielded léas than five tons to the acre, 
they have produced over ton, in common 
drilla dono by the plough. Hondreds of 
specimens were above ono pound in weight, 
somo oven a poundand ahalf, After being 
atorod in ordinary told pits through the 
winter, the Mexican potatoos come out 
perfectly, sound, and seem to improve in 
quality 08 the pring advances. As an 
article for the table he thinks they have no 
superior 5 and ho proposos that the British 
Government take in hand the importation 
of Mexican and Peruvian good as a cure for 
thte potato blight.

An objection for which thore is less sub- 
stantial ground eduld not have been con- 
ceived. Supposing, for the sake of argu- 
ment,that the quantity of land tobe granted 
to the builders of the railway is fifty mil- 
lions of acres, as some of our Reform con- 
temporaries have confidently stated —that 
would be less than one-third of the area ot 
the fertile belt which extends from the 
borders of Manitoba to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, which Professor Macoun computes 
at from one hondred and fifty millions ‘to 
one hundred and sixty millions of acres in 
all. How, im the face of competition with 
the Government lands, any body of capital- 
ists could *lock up” the railway land re- 
serve, it would need a clearer demonstration 
than the opponents of the scheme have as 
yet farnished to make opparent. But the 
Company would also have to compete with 
the lands of Dakota and Minnesota, so that 
such a programme as the Globe lays out for 
them is simply absurd. It would be still 
more 80, provided the Company undertake 
to equip and operate the road. In such 
case their main object would be to so de- 
velope the traffic over the road as to make 
it a paying speculation, so the more rapidly. 
they could secure the settlement of the 
country, the sooner Would they secure a 
return for their heavy investments. The 
example of ‘similarly éndowed railway cor- 
porations in the United» States would of 
necessity have to be followed; hence their 
lands would be extensively advertised, re= 
gardless of the large expense necessary in 
doing 20, and means more thoroughly ef- 
fectual than any Government confronted 
by an opposition so obstructive as that led 
by Mr. Blake, would soon induce an inflax 
of population much greater than could be 
otherwise obtained.

Mr. Sarsfield was then called, and said that 
Farley showed him the letter from the Pro- 
vincial Secretary, and stated that no more 
than twenty-four licences could be issued. 

W. D. Fuller was sworn and raid ¥arley 
had shown him the letter; neither of them 
were of opinion that they were limited to 24 
licenses,

The Premanllory, symptoms of this disease be-

A Sketch ot its History- 


[From the Enoyclopmdia Britannica.] 

Candshar is a large and populous city. 
Its form ia that of & square or oblong ; and 
as it was built at once ona fixed plan, it has 
the advantaye of greut regularity. All the 
four yroat sureets or bazaars in the city meet 
in a central point, where there is a circular 
space of about forty or fifty yards in diam 
eter, covered witha dome, The place is 
calledthe Ohaursoo. It is surrounded with 
shops, and may be considered the public 
mavket place, Where the proclamations are 
made, and where the bodies of criminals 
Jere exposed to the view of the populace, 

he four streets are each about fifty yards 
broad. The sides consist of shops of the 
same size and plan, all one story in height, 
with the lofty houses of the town overlook- 
ing them from behind; and in front runs 
a uniform verandah along the whole length 
of the street, ‘There are gates at the 
entrance of the streets, with the excep- 
tion of the northern one, where stands the 
king's palace facing the Ohaursoo, All the

other streets run from these four; and 
though they are narrow they are all straight, 
and cross each other at right angles. This 
city, however, though it 1s more regular in 
its plan than most of the cities of Asia, has 
but @ mean appearance, being built for the 
most part of brick often with no other 
cement than mud. It is divided into vari- 
ous quarters, which are attached to the 
respective tribes and nations which form 
the inhabitants of the city, Almost all the 
great nobles of the Dooraunee tribe haye 
houses 1n Candahar, and some of them are 
said to be large and elegant. Among the 
common people, the Hindus have the best 
houses, which they are in the practice of 
building very high. ‘There are many cara- 
yanserais and mosques; but of the latter 
one only near the palace is said to be 
handsome, The palace is not remark- 
able, but it contains several courts, many 
buildings and a private garden, Near the 
palace stands the tomb of Ahmed Shah, 
which is not a large building, but has a 
handsome cupola, and is elegantly painted, 
gilt, and otherwise ornamented within. 

Twelve smaller tombs of tho deceased Shah 
are ranged about the principal one and 
many texts of the Koran strewed around 
afford solemn impressions to the Moham- 
medan visitors, An establishment of moo- 
lahs is attached to the tomb, and one of 
their number constantly attends in the 
building. The city is well watered by two 
large canalsfrom the river Urghundaub, 
whichare crossed in different places by 
small bridges. From these canals small 

water courses run to almost every street in 
the town, which are in some parts under- 
ground, Qandahar isa place of great re- 
Lor; its principal business arises from the 

transit trade, which brings a large number of 
foreigners in proportion to the resident pop 

ulation, hence there is a diversity of costume 
inthe baziara, The Torcoman merchants 
from Buckhara and Samarcand frequent the 
markets or Candahar, whence they trans- 
port into their own country a considerable 
quantity of indigo and other commodities. 

Candahar so far differs from the other cities 
in Afghanistan, but the greater part of the 
inhabitants are Afghans, and of these the 
greater number are of the Dooryaunee 
tribe. The other inhabitants are the same 
as those of the Province, being an assem- 
blage from the different nations of the 
Hast. Candahar is surrounded with gardens 
aud orchards, and many places of worship, 
which are more frequently scenes of plea- 
sure than of devotion, About two miles to 


the north of the city stands the fortress of | 


Candahar on the top of a precipitous rock, 
which, before the introdution of cannon, 
was considered impregnable, ‘This fortress 
was, in very early times, the residence of a 
Hindoo Prince. Inthe beginning of the 
eleventh century it wasin possession of the 
Afghan tribes, from whom it was taken By 
Sultan Mahmud of Ghuznee. It was after- 
wards captured by the troops of Ghengis 
Khan in the beginning of the thirteenth 
century, and by those of Timour in the 
fourteenth, In 1607 it was taken by the 
Emperor Oaber, but was soon afterwards 
recovered by the Afghans. In 1621 Baber 
again got possession of it after a loug siege. 
Homayon the son of Baber, when he was 
expelled from the throne of Hindustan, 
agreed to make over the fort and district 
of Candahar to the Persian Monarchs, in 
return for the aid which he gave them, 
But repentiny of his promise, he again got 
possession of the fortress, which by its 
strength defied all the efforts of the Per- 
sians to reduceit, It remained an appen- 
dage of Hindustan until the year 1625, 
when it was taken by Shah Abbas the 
Great, and being surrendered by treachery, 
was recovered in 1692, and was successful- 
ly defendnd against Aurungzebe with an 
army of 60,000. men, ‘Three years after 
he was again compelled to retreat from 
it with disgrace, It remained in posses- 
sion of Persia till 1709, when it was 
taken by an Afghan tribe. It was re-taken 
by Madia Shan after a seige of two years, 
and on his assassination, it waa taken in 
1747 by Ahmed Shah, thochidf of the 
Abdallies, who thereby laid the foundation 
of the Afghan power, » Under Ahmed Shah 
Candahar was the seat of Government, 
which was removed to Cabul by his suc- 
cessor, On the dismemberment of Afghan- 
istan, subsequent to the expulsion of Shah 
Shooja, the brothers of Doat Mahomed 
established themselves in Oandahar, and 
levied contributions over the neighboring 
districts, ‘Their weak and pernicious rule 
was terminated by the occupation of their 
capital by the British forces in 1839, The 
army of occupation, notwithstanding the 
frequent and desperate attacks of the na- 
tiyes, made good the defence, until the 
autumn of 1842, when they finally ovacuat- 
ed the place, and commenced their trium- 
phant march on Ghuznee and Oabul.

out of the market altogether. How was 
this? Jn the frat place panic never stops 
to reason, it 18 very contagious, it spreads 
rapidly and under its influence people seem 
only tuo eager to give away their property. 
Then, the cable with its instantaneous com- 
munication of the slightest change in prices 
or demands, acts and reacts on the markets 
on either side of the Atlantic in a see-saw 
fashion. Forinstance, New York quotes 
cheese down halfa cent, Liverpool responds 
with a decline of two shillings and so far- 
ther depresses the New York price, which 
again reacts on the Liverpool quotation, It 
seems to be forgotten that tho’ we get our 
advices we do not get our cheese, by cable, 
but that in this market we aro always deal- 
ing with property bought and shipped a fort- 
night or three weeks previous to the latest 
telegraphic market reports. Further, we 
are, at this time of year, dealing with an 
article confessedly made to sell, and not to 
keep, which has also undergone the trying 
ordeal of the Atlantic passage. Importers 
must go with the stream, In the face of 
rapidly declining quotations from your ship- 
ping ports they dare not dwell on stocks, 
which perish on their hands, Their chief 
anxiety naturally must be to keep their ’ 
cheese closely sold up, so as to make room 
for those which are coming n at a lower 
cost. Just as your farmers hold back on a 
rising market, so do our dealers hold back 
on #falling one, Expecting to buy cheaper 
from week to week they take as little as they 
possibly can, scarcely sufficient in fact for 
their barest requirements, and it makes a 
good deal of difference to the daily consump- 
tion whether the retailer is or is not push- 
ing a trade in cheese, There are plenty of 
persons in the cheese trade as elsewhere, 
who think that because an article is yery low 
in price, that is a reason tor its going still 
lower ; but as soon as the lowest point has 
been touched and a reaction has set in, there 
is a rush all round to secure a little stock. 
Freer buying results, and the market is 
carried rapidly up, sometimes beyond all

paratively good prices. 

I do not think that the general ron of the 
quality of American cheese is so good as it 
might, and therefore as it ought to be. The 
chief ambition of too many factory men ap- 
pears to be to get a shade higher price for 
their cheese than ia realized by their neigh- 
bors. No doubt it is a matter of just pride 
to a good maker when his care and pains 
taking meet their due recognition in the 
satisfactory form of enhanced prices. It is 
a very legitimate triumph when such a mak- 
er can realize for his patrons 40. or fo. or 
perhaps even more per pound, over the 
current figures for fairest factories, But I 
foar this very often leads to mere trading on 
an old reputation and a slackening of efforts 
for continued improvement, T am not eure 
but that it would: even pay better in the 
long run were your best factories to help

ganism, as is the custom of many ipbyaicians) for

The Oruise of a Bottle. 


The bottle picked up on South Beach, near 
Fort Morgan, at the entrance of Mobile Bay, 
tells an interesting story of the winds and 
waves, This waif was thrown off the ship 
Heaporia, boand to London from South Aus- 
tralia, a4 she was just south of the Azores, 
(about latitude 37 degrees north and longti- 
tude 28 degrees west) on May 12, 1878, and 
was reported from the Alabama coast on the 
220d instant. It must, therefore, have | been 
drifting a little over two years, which it has 
consumed in makingthe circnit of theequatorial 
Atlantic and the Mexican Gulf, The course 
pursued by this little “tally put upon the 
winds” by Mr. Wragge, a scientific voyager 
in the Hesperia, can be pretty accurately de- 
termined, During the month of May, 
1878, when the bottle was committed 
to the sea, the barometric observations in the 
Atlantic demonstrate the prevalence of a large 
area of high pressure (30-20 inchos) in tho re- 
gion south of the Azores and around its north- 
ern aide, a strong band of westerly and north- 
westerly winds drawing in the anti-cyclonio 
direction, During the first 2) days of its 
voyage the bottle was under the pressure of 
these westerly and northerly winds and the con- 
sequent ocean current which thoy induced, so 
that its inovitable course was toward tho island 
of Madeira and the Canaries, and thence south- 
wostwardly off the Cape Verde into the North 
Equatorial current In 1848 Oapt. Beohor, of 
the royal navy, charted a number of proba- 
blo tracks pursued by bottles thrown out to 
test the rate of the equatorial currents, and 
tho mean rate at which they travelled in this 
marino area was 10.6 miles per day, Ho 
found also that bottles thrown off into the 
North Equatorial drift travelled much slower 
than those started from points nearer the 
Kquator and in the axis of the north-east 
trade wind belt. Thus a bottle thrown over 
from tho ship Racehorso in latitude 12 
degrees 12 minutes, longitude 65 degrees 50 
minutos, April 17th, 1836, waa, picked up 
April 22 at Bonair, having mado. 150 milos 
in five days, But o bottle thrown, from the 
ship Dunmore in 1828 in latitude 27 degrees,

However, it is ample forthe people of the 
present time to know that there are such 
things as flies. 

Tne little creatures are very familiar, in 
fact too familiarto be fully appreciated, 
and they are rightly voted a nuisance, 

There are different kind of flies, but there 
is very little difference between them; they 
all seem to have the same object in view, 
and that is to tease and torment hamankind 
to the utmost. 

The barber-shop fly isa little more agyra- 
vating than the ordinary house fly, if any- 
thing, but both will take the meanest ad- 
vantages of a man every time they get a 
chance. 

The barber-shop fly begins its attack the 
moment your arms are safely tucked in un- 
der the striped coverlet. 

While the lather 1s being put on the fly 
taking a skirmish 
around your head, peeping into your ears 
with a buzz to see whether they are clean 
or not, avd then finishing up byj tiokling 
your eye-lashes, 

It is when the operator begins to shave 
that the barber-shop fly shows its real 
meanness, though, 


_ While the barber has you by your nose 
it will take a running hop, step and jump 
on your forehead, but the moment he lets

By way of diversion it will start to count 
the hairs of your moustache, but after get- 
tty up to twenty- five or thirty will begin

It cortainly isxathor cool of the Globe to 
* claim in one column of its {sauce of Monday 
a deficit on tho past yoar's Dominion 
rovonuorof $2,650,000 as compared with 
tho oxponditures, and at tho samo timo to 
claim that tho coal tax is unjust and op. 
pressive, and especially to the poor man, 
Now the organ well knows that revenue 
must be had to balance the expenditure. 
“This is conceded by all, therefore why 
should not coal bo taxed as woll as any 
other import? Coal is an article which is 
not consumed by more than a comparative 
few of our peoplo as fuel. The farmors— 
whos@ intorests the froo-trado agitator 
inn especial regard—do not burn coal. 
Tho poorer classes in cities, towns and 
villages do not uso the article, burning 
wood instead, unless it may be in Toronto 
and Hamilton, therefore the taxation on 
oval is paid by tho manufacturers, Gas 
Companies, the wealthy, and what may be 
called the middle classes, who are aaa rule 
able to contribute ‘towards tho revenue. 
Taking all thofacts into consideration, we 
do not know of a tax that is less oppressive 
to the great body of the people than tho 
7 coal tax, a§ even whore coal is used almost 
_ exclusively for heating purposes, tho rich 
man pays from $10 to $15 on the 20 or 30 
tons passed through his furnaces and grates 
during the winter, whilst tho poor man, 
who burns his 3 or 4 tons in one self-foedor, 
contributes but $1.50 to $2 towards the 
“yeyenue on that account—a sum which 
would have been hard to raise under the 
Mackenzie-Gartwright starvation tariff, but 
_ which, now that work is comparatively 
plentiful, is scarcely felt by him. 
The plainfack of the matter is. that the 
Government aredetermined to borrow no 
more money to meeticurrent expenses, and 
to have no more deficits, aa their predeoos- 
sors had, inorder that the credit of the 
country may be restored.» Therefore money 
must be had from some source, and the 
much abused coal tax being, as we have 
seen, as little oppressive as possible to the 
great body of the people, whilst largely as- 
sisting a vast industry in the Maritime 
Provinces, was devised with commendable 
wisdom, and has been retained with praise- 
worthy firmness, despite the hostile out- 
pourings of critics who do not perceive 
"y that their bellowings fall upon deaf ears,as

quotations as are made available and necessai 
by inflaences of location, foreign competi- 

tion, &e. 

“The auomalous condition is thus, at times 
presented, that goods manufactured in the 
United States actually sell for a higher price 
at home than abroad, the strong efforts made 
here to extend trade to other countries, with- 
in the past year or two, has principally con- 
tributed to this etate of affairs, and to-day we 
are shipping our wares to Australia, South 
America, Canada, and other parts of the 
world, at sometimes a positive loss, in order 
to retaia our foothold and the trade built up at 
large expense. Inall countries, except in 
the case of Canada, these facts seem to be 
comprehended, and we haye vxperienced no 

similar trouble in any other direction. 

“* The fact that manufacturers as well as 
other lines of production, bave given to forei 
buyers (for reasons herotofore stated) the 
benefit of a roargin of from ten to 25 per cent. 
does not seem to have penetrated the mind of

The Drowning of Mrs, Sherwood. 


The Port Hope Times of the 13th inst, gives 
the followiog partioulara of this molancholy 
event, which ocourred on the 12th; 

As tho Norseman was roundieg tho light- 

house cn the pier at Charlotte aud entering 
the harbor, the accident to which we rofer 
ocourred, Mrs, Sherwood, the young and 
charming wife of Capt, Sherwood, commander 
of the steamer, fell overboard and was drown- 
ed. Aw usual in auch cases, there are a hun- 
dred different versions of the sad atfair, but 
the following is supplied by an oyo-witnoss 
}on whose observation and strict adherence 
to fact the public may, with ourselves, 
fully rely, It appears that Mrs. Sherwood 
was asconding the laddor, in front of tho 
wheel, on the port side, and had reached the 
top rung, whon letting go the loft hand to 
place her parasol on deck, the boat must 
suddenly have lurched, causing her to swing 
round and fall over backward upon the rail- 
ing and into tho water, A friend, Mrs. Bar- 
rett, was with her at the time, but no one 
appeared to be at hand to render the necessary 
assistance Ono of the hands of the steamor 
gavo the alarm to the mate, who was then in 
chargo, anj the boat way at once backed up, 
but by that time Mrs, Sherwood must have 
been 150 yards astern. Some carpentors who

St. John Del Rey Mine. 


Wo quote the following article in rogard 
to the above mine from Mngineering — and 
Mining Journalof New York, of issue 
July Sist: 

“Tho fiftieth annual meeting of thiscom- 
pany was hold in London on June 20th. 
From a report in the Minmg Journal we 
condense the following information: 


The protit this year has been unfavorably 
affected by a reduced output of $273 tons 
of mineral, caused by want of suitable 
hauling machinery and scarcity of labor. 
Tno yield of the mineral was nearly one- 
third of an oitava, or 24 61 por ton better 
than last year, while tho cost was: only 
£700 more; had, therofore, — the mineral 
raised boon equal to the previous year, the 
profits would have been quite as large. 


Active steps have been taken to have 
the necessary underground and surface ar- 
rapgements completed to remedy this de- 
fect, and the new hauling machinery is now 
at the mine. ‘he B shatt has been sunk 
to the requisite depth, and #& man-eugine 
has been added to convey the miners to 
and fromtheir work. Forty eight thousand 
cubic feet of timber props have been effec- 
tivoly placed in the mines during the year, 
and the property is reported as being in an 
especially safe condition. 


In the firat process, oyer 70 per cent of 
the gold is recovered, notwithstanding the 
small proportion of stamped mineral which 
is er elaweanted (only 9 tona out of every 
160 tons, or about 6 por cent), 


The second process conaista in regrinding 
a portion of the sand in the Moro Velho 
arrastras; and the third process in regrind- 
ing a further portion of the Praia.

In March.628 oitavas were recovered, 
or say 20, 2 oits per day, from the 40 
stamp-heads, In April, the recovery was 
1,002 oits, or 33 oits per day; some mineral 
haying been stamped with the sand, A 
portion of the sand is stored for future 
treatment, ‘The American pan and setter 
have been tried, by which the recovery of 
the gold was satisfactory, but the loss of 
quicksilver was very great. Tho Oalcining 
Furnace had not been completed in time 
for any experiments to be made. Consider- 
able additions to the water powor had been 
made, aud future additions were contem- 
plated, which, when completed, would give 
ample power throughout the dry season. 

At the Cuiaba Mine considerable work 
has beon done, and 4. 7ths of the outlay— 
the larger portion of which has been on 
capital account preparing for extended 
operations—has been met by gold sold. 


The mineral stamped during the year has 
been a fair average of the quality of the 
lode passed through, and the yield has been 
23 oita per ton, the yield realizing 4d. per 
oit, or 3s. per oz, troy more than the gold 
from Moro Velho; but the appliances be- 
ing rude, the unrecovered gold has been 
large. ‘The new machinery, when up, will 
somewhat remedy this defect, but the want 
of an effective mode of second treatment 
will, it is feared, be felt at the Cuiaba mine 
as well as at Moro Velho, The average cost 
of extracting and treating the mineral dur- 
ing ten months of the year has been 13s. 2d, 
per ton, while at Moro Velho it has been 
28s. 2d.; so that a recovery of 3 oitavas at 
Cuiaba is equal to 5 oitavas at Moro Velho, 
and large protits have been realized at Moro 
Velho from a yield of considerably under 
5 oits per ton, 

A deep adit-level has been commenced, 
to strike the lode at 32 fathoms below 
present workings, which will unwater the 
mine to that depth. 1¢ will be 300 fathoms 
long, of which 21 fathoms are alroady 
driven. Efficient boring machinery has boon 
sent out under charge of Mr. J. @ Cran- 
ston, of Newcastle, the inventor of the 
machines,

Protection in Canada. 


(From the New York Indicator.) 


A Oanadian high tariff Paper contains the 
the following :— 


“Previous to tho coming into force of the 
National Policy, the Province of British Co- 
lombia bought all her furniture from Amori- 
can firms. Now the order of things is revors- 
od. Messrs, Owen, Garvey & Son, the ex- 
tensive furniture manufacturers of Montreal, 
have received an immense order from a firm 
of dealers in Britieh Columbia and the first 
abipload left Montreal en route to the Pacific 
Coast a few dayssince, Messrs, Macdonald & 
Matphereon, of Stratford, have received an 
order from their agent at Winnipeg for 
agricultural machinery, to the amount of nearl: 
$7,000. Mr. William Wilkie, of Guelph, has 
just received several very large orders for a 
special class of goods that he manufactures, 
Formerly all these articles were brought from 
the United States. The Waterous Engine 
Company, of Brantford, at a meeting of the 
sateholacry, eas a statement on the table 
showin at in the year j 
of $44,000 had been Abeer sr a 

We think that evidence like this must 
afford satisfaction to the advocates of the 
“National Policy” in Canada, and con- 
vince them that they have at Jast hit upon 
tho true method of advancing the material 
interests of the Dominion; and we have 
not the least doubt that if the present 
policy of protection is persisted in, that 
the Canadians in due time will have much 
to congratulate themselyes upon in the in- 
creased prosperity of the country. Of 
course, the free trader will way thore is 
another side to this question. He would 
probably argue that the people of British 
Columbia uad of Winnipeg have to pay 
more fortheir furniture and agricultural 
implements, and are to that extent taxed 
for the support of the manufacturers of 
theeo urticles. Why, he will say, should 
ps ticular clueses be favored at the ex- 
pense vf others, who are thus deprived of 
the benetits of competition! Of what 
advantage is it to the consumers 
of the articles nomed,or of any 
other articles so protected, to pay more 
for them in Montreal than he can purchase 
them for in Ohicagot These are the ad cap- 
tandwm argnments commonly presented by 
the advocates of free trade, and they obtain 
their force by being addressed to the cupid- 
ity of the individual, but they do not either 
present the whole case or present it fairiy. 
In the first place, when the farmer has to 
pay more for his tools with which to work 
his farm, and more for his furniture—in 
short, when it costs him more to live, he 
must charge morefor what he has to sell, 
and the same willbe the case with all 
classes of traders, The price of labor of 
every description will also rise, and, as a 
consequence, laborers from elsewhere will 
gravitate toward the better market for 
theirlabor. ‘Thus commences immigration 
and thus, by degrees, the home market for 
all productions 1s extended. This process 
foes on quickly when once started. Does 
anyone fora moment doubt that if the 
woollens, say, consumed. in Canada were 
from this time forth to be manufactured 
there, that there would be a considerable 
addition to the consumers of the coontry 
by the number of operatives and their 
families that would be sure to seek a home 
where there were better wages for them 
than they were receiving elsewhere? Thus 
the encouragement of manufacturing enter- 
prises creates » home market for the pro- 
ductions of tlie farmer, for which he obtains 
higher prices and a better demand to com- 
pensate him for the increased cost of the 
articles which he consumes himself in his 
family and on his farm. ‘The most rabid 
freo trader in existence will scarzely 
contend that the United States would 
haye: attamed her present pitch of 
power, wealth, population and general 
prosperity, were it not tor the encour- 
agement and protection afforded manu- 
facturing enterprises of all kinds by the 
high tariff made necessary for reyenue to 
meet the expenses of the war. Of course, 
this cost the people a gooddeal. They, as 
the free traders say, were taxed that a 
comparatively small number of persons 
might be benefitted. But who will say that 
the people so taxed are any poorer for the 
taxation? On the contrary, they are very 
much richer, But it is mere waste of time 
to argue the question. The present pros- 
perity of the United States is more due to 
her high tariff, the result, not of great wis- 
dom or foresight, but of an accidental 
necessity, than to any other cause. It 
encouraged manufactures, promoted im- 
migration and created home markets for the 

roducé of the farmer. What is true of the 
nited States will also prove true in the 
case of Canada. Her tariff will prove of. 
incalculable benefit if wisely constructed and 
firmly maintained.

The Guelph Mercury (Grit) testifies 
thus :—‘Business in Hespeler is very brisk 
jost now.

Having explained the construction and object 
of his inyention, Mr. Rhodes next proceeded 
to test its power upon several mutes who were 
fortunately present, though the school is not 
nowin session. Placing the upper edge of the 
instrument against their front teeth, he uttered 
sharply several vowel sounds, laughed, aud 
pronounced a number of short worde, which, 
while not being understood, seemed to make 
considerable impression, but whether upon 
their nerves of hearing or feeling, we wore un- 
able to decide, It must be borne in mind that 
deaf-mutes are very sensitive to vibrations, — 
they will often feel sounds that hearing per- 
sons scarcely notice,—especially so when the 
vibrations reach them through auy hard sub- 
stance. This in why they are usually aware 
of footsteps upon the floor, the opening or 
shutting of doors, the ringing of bells, beating 
of drums, playing on pianos or organs, &o, 5 
with the latter they experience considerable 
pleasure when allowed to place their hands 
upon the instruments, not that they hear; but 
because they feel the vibration, It will thus 
be seen that in testing the Audiphone, great 
care must be exercised to determine whether 
the really deaf hear or feet what is said tothem, 
because the vibrations which reach them are 
conveyed by a hard, highly vibratory sub- 
stance, the thin plate of vulcanized rubber in 
a high state of tension. 

Mr. Ashley, who is quite deaf, made re- 
peated efforts to distinguish what was saids 
but failed in every instance, unless he follow- 


| ed very carefully the lips of the speaker; he 


however stated that the inatrament seemed 
to intensify sound, and that to those sulffer- 
ing from imperfect hearing the invention 
might proye very benelicial. 

Prof, Crouter, of Philadelphia, who was 
called upon to state what success had attend- 
ed the introduction of the Audiphone into the 
jnstitution with which he is connected, said 
that after what had been considered a fair trial 
upon eyery inmate of the school they had 
been led to regard the inyention as one of 


little or no value in teaching the deaf to hear | 


or to speak, but that persons whose 
hearing is defective may receiye great benefit. 
He seemed to regard the chasm between 
total deafness and defective hearing as being 
too wide to be bridged by the Audiphone or 
any other instrument thus far devised, and 
expressed the opinion that while Mr, Rhodes 
is entitled to great credit for having perfected 
an instrument which affords so much comfort 
to those afflicted with defectiye hearing, still 
the large and constantly increasing class of 
deaf mutes ‘have yet to look to the old and 
long-tried methods for inasruction and educa; 
tion, 

After some further remarks upon the merits 
of the instrument (so far as disclosed by the 
trial) by Prof. Coleman, Mr, Ashley, Mr. 
Shepard, Supt. Matheison and the Hon. Mr 
Bowell, the exhibition was brought to a 
close.

Some new fall wheat has been offered, Which 
is of a good quality, and for which millers pay 
$1.15° Barley is nominal. Now Rye commands 
650. Oats are lower, at 35c, Hides are steady 
at $6 per 100 Ibs, for roughs, and $8 to $9 for 
inspeoted, Deakins are lower, at 50c.

A Bav Oortoox 1N Proussia.—Cable des- 
patches give further particulars of the dicas- 
trous floods in Kast and West Prussia. A 
correspondent who penetrated into the further- 
most parts of Silesia estimates that in one 
potato district alone the damage amounts to 
160,000 marks, while 2,000 acres of arable land 
and pasture ground were inundated by the 
overflow of the Oder, In the neighborhood 
of Oppeln, 3,000 acres of potato fields are coy- 
ered with water. Whole clumps of villages 
are isolated. Thefain wasso violent that in 
a few hours the river Neissg rose six foot. In 
Posen an expanse of meadow 
is inundated, not only the grain destroyed, 
but the-=etraw also, It is feared that 
in somo places the wetocas of the ground 
may disastrously deluy or altogether provent’ 
its preparation for next year’s sovd, In tho 
district of Kulm, West Prussia, twenty-four 
hour's rain completely ruined the harvest 
espevially the wheat. In somo parte of East 
and West Proavis the fields are 60 impassable 
that it is impossible to garnor what romains 
of the grain, The potatoes are beginning to 
rot, the rye is almost wholly destroyed, and 
the wheat and barloy havo little surviving

Kor some years past tho Hon Mr, Bow- 
ell has been one of the best-abused mon on 
~ tho Conservative side of the House. When 
i In opposition he was a thorn in the side of 
the Grit party, his damaging exposures of

LS Riol affair, the Argentouil speech of Mr, 
Huntington, tho giving of fat printing con- 
tracts to Speaker Anglin and others of 
_ theirfriendsin Parliament, and other jobs, 
having earned for him the strong hatred 
of the * party of purity.”

ed for consideration, and had hoped for their

rate by the issue of debentures or otherwise, 
as in his opinion the people could not pay 224 
mills this year. We could not compel holders 
ofdebentures not yetdue to receive their 
money. There was, howeyer, $19,000 over- 
due which could be taken up, and he had in 
his mind a scheme by which we could decrease 
the rate of interest to the bank on these de- 
bentures by issuing other debsntures payable 
in twenty years, with interest at 6 per cent, 
‘Lhis would largely decrease the rate but it 
would have to go to the people, who he be- 
lieved would pass it by a largo/majority Our 
interest account was so great that 1 or 2 per 
cent, on it was quite auitem, These ideas 
he threw ont for the consideration of the 
Finance Committee, from whom he hoped at 
the next meeting to present a satisfactory 
report, He had cut down the estimates, as 
compared with last year, and in no particular 
branch had they been increased. Were it not 


for the unforeseen expenses which he had 
parvicularizea, tue rave would this year have 


been lower than last year, 

Ald. St. Charles said the too low rate of 
taxation of 1876 and 1877 was the cause of 
present difficulties, as large sums had been 
carried over which should haye been provid- 
edfor, Ald, Jellett included in his estimate 
these sums, showing the whole indebtedness, 
and he felt inclined to endorse the scheme 
which Ald, Jellett had spoken of, in order to 
decrease taxation, as it seemed to him tobe 
too much to ask the people to pay 224 mills 
this year. .

And very wonderful are they 
as results when we think of the manifold 
evils out of which they have issued—eyils 
beyond which wo had noright to look for 
a happy deliverence, and from which such 
an amount of good would never have flowed 
if a good Providence did not rule oyer the 
doings of men, making their very wrath to 
praise Him, and saving as He sces best the 
victims of oppression from the evils of the 
lot to which wicked men have wickedly 
doomed them. 


We sadom in the course of our story- 
writing stop to moralise as we go along.

The Oity’s Finances. 


In a recent issue we treated of the sub- 
ject of the, City’s finances at a length suf- 
ficient to show that the prospect is not by 
any means a flattering one, the proposed 
rate 02 il on the dollar for all pur- 

being so high that it could not fail to 
prove oppressive. 

The exhibit is, however, an honest one, 

there baying been no attempt on the part 
of the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
to conceal or gloss over anything in the 
financial condition of the city. It would, 
however, have been still more satisfactory 
had the Auditors’ report, giving a state- 
ment in detail of the receipts and expendi- 
ture of last year, been Iaid before the public 
for examination and comparison. This job 
was given out upwards of a month ago,and 
although at the meeting of Council on the 
28th f July an Alderman stated that the 
was done at that date,not a copy had, 
up to Monday night,been placed before the 
“Council or the ratepayers, and thua its 
"yalue a5 a guide to the public in forming 
conclusions, is materially reduced. If the 
work had been given toa concern with pro- 
per facilities, it might have been published 
at least a fortnight ago. 
~ Alderman Jellett,however,in his remarks 
in the Oouncil on Monday night, broached 
@ project which offers at all events tem- 
porary relief from a burdensome taxation, 
and that is, in brief, the consolidation of 
part of the city’s debt by the borrowing of 
money at 6 per cent. interest,on debentures 
to run twenty years to pay off the indebted- 
ness to the Merchants Bank, and $19,000

It certainly is to be hoped that, should

Particulars ofthe Late Sortie by 
the Candahar Garrison. 


FIVE OFFICERS AND 180 MEN 
KILLED, 


Lonpon, Aug, 24,—An_ otlicial despatoh 
dated Oaudahar, Aug. 21, says: —The sortie 
ofthe16th inat.againat the villageon the enst 
face of the city secured us from further mol- 
estation on that side, but our loss was heavy, 
Several officers were killed and several so- 
veroly wounded, Lt, MoLaine, who has boon 
missing sines tho battloof Kushk-i-Nakud,is 
a prisoner inAyoob's hands. Ho is well treat- 
ed, Tho enemy throw shells into the city 
occasionally, and keep up a fire against the 
ramparts with sharp-shooters, but do little 
harm, ‘Tho investment is trusted to the 
Candahar troops, und the Ghazia and Oab- 
ulese are encamped around Ayoob Khan, 
three miles off on the Herat road, A letter 
of the 20th instant, from Tanner, com- 
manding at Khelat-i-Ghilzai, received at 
OChaman this morning, says :—"*We have 
heard from Roberts to-day, He is four } 
marches off, and will be here on the 24th, 
We aro all well, and are collecting 
supplies for Roberts. We are well off for 
supplies here, 
Candahar on the 29th.” 

A despatch from Killa Abdoola says that 
from Oandahar Brigade General Brooke» 
Colonel Newport, Major French, Captain 
Orvikshank, and three lieutenants were 
killed.

Caledonia, Marion County, Aug-19—About

AT THE CAMP. 

Tho Inspection of the 15th Battalion took 
place at the Oamp this morning, commenc- 
ing shortly after 8 o'clock. Major-General 
Luard, Lt, Col. Von Strauboenzie, D.A.G., 
Capt. Holbeck, A.D.O., of the 60th Rifles, 
and Major King, Paymaster, left by boat 
this morning, accompanied by Lt. Col, La- 
zier, and some of the Staff officers. Arriving 
at the ground selected for the parade, the 
Companies were marched out in oper space 
and received the General and staff with a 
general salute. After an inspection of the 
tents and grounds, the officers then rode 
down theline, which broke into column by the 
right, and the arma and accoutrements were 
inspected by Col.Straubenzie, The Compa- 
nies wero then put through Company drill, 
commencing with No. 1, the General care- 
fully inspecting the movements of each 
Company.

The troops then 
countermarched and deployed to tho left of 
No. 1, and advanced inline, They were 
then put through the manual and firing 
exercise by Major Hendorson, followed by 
battalion movements, moving into column 
and whooling into line, The battalion were 
then extended for attack. Nos. 1 and 3 
extended and Nes. 2 and 4 formed the sup- 
port, No, 6 forming the reserve. ‘The sup. 
ports were then extended and the fighting 
line retiring in rearof them in turn be- 
came their support. ‘Tho whole line then 
retired on the reserve, forming quarter 
column on No. 1, which had in the mean. 
time exchanged places with No, 5, These 
constituted the movements of the Battalion, 
and considering the fact that a large num 
ber of the men were new recruits, the drill 
was very creditable, 

The Battalion was then formed into 
quarter column, and turned to the loft, 
when Major Gen. Luard, being obliged to 
leave to take the noon train for Montreal, 
briefly addressed the troops. Hoe said he 
understood most of them were raw recruits 
and was prepared to make great allowances. 
Tt was evident that they did not know a 
great deal, but then they could not expect 
to do much,as they had not sufficient oppor- 
tunity to perfect themselves in drill, There 
were many things which catch the eye of an 
officer,small things which might not be con- 
sidered of great importance, but which 
nevertheless are matters which go very far 
to make up the efficiency of a corps, and 
which if captains of companies would at~ 
tend to, would relieve commanding officers 
of a great deal of responsibility.

Go with a letter of introduction to a 
Parisian, and he will overwhelm you with 
his protestations of friendship ; he will in- 
vite you for a drive through the city, toa 
seat in his box at the Opera, ho will ask 
you to dejewner with him at the restaurant, 
and to dine with him at the club, but you 
will rarely be asked to his home, This is 
not from distrust ; not that he thinks it 
wrong for you to associate with his family ; 
it is because his social feelings do not centre 
there. They are too much out of doors, 
His pleasures are out of his own house,and 


to participate in them youmust go abroad 


with him 

His social spirit is of larger circumference 
than that of the Canadian, but it is less 
fixed and strong. Homeis the place to 
make such a spirit fixed, and strong, and 
pure. And as I contemplate, from the ex- 
perience gained herv, the superficial state 
of asociety whichhas no such rallying point, 
I thank God that my lot is cast in a corner 
of the world where such an institution, is 
cherished. Some Parisians no doubt dine 
in their own homes, but from what I have 
been able to learn of the general tone of 


PARISIAN HABITS, 


thoy are comparatively few. While looking 
into the customs of the people, let us drop 
into one of the principal restaurants, the 
Trois Freres, where go such misguided 
nobles as would seem rich, and such rich, 
as would wish to be thought noble ; where 
go, in short, all who, by paying enormous 
prices, would wish to seem of the elite. The 
eclat of extravagance belongs to suchas the 
cafe anglais or trois freres, and there ia no 
restaurant windows in Paris show richer 
atock of game and meats. * 

There are several along the Boulevards 
of equal rank to those wo haye cited, and 
thore are placos whore English ale and Eng- 
lish dinners are advertised. There are 
those again whore good dinners can be had 
for two francs and a half (50c), including 
wine! Whatever may bo a man’s tastes or 
means, ho may find the gratification of 
them, at some rato in Paris.
